can be revised and repeated beginnings and endings and entrances 
and exits and where are the transitions. The entrance is the exit 
and the exit is the entrance and the beginning is the ending and 
the ending is the beginning. The human mind and there is no 
beginning and there is no ending. Revision and creation and when 
the process of repetition is completed the work in progress becomes 
an autonomous aesthetic phenomenon. Beginnings and endings and 

the work in progress the work being revised is revised by the 

human mind and only when the process of revision is completed does 
the work in progress become a portrait of the human mind until the 
work in progress is completed it is not a portrait of the human 
mind. Beginnings and endings and it is important to know that the 
question of beginnings and endings has to do with the creation of 
the art object and the question of beginnings and endings has to do 
with the appreciation of the art object. The completed work of art 
that is to say the work in progress that is no longer revised and 
will not be revised when one says that the process of revision is 
at an end the work in progress is no longer a work in progress 

but a completed work an autonomous aesthetic phenomenon. Begin- 
nings and endings and until the process of revision is completed 
the work in progress is associated with is a part of the empirical 
sphere and a part of the aesthetic sphere and as the process of 
revision proceeds the work in progress it follows becomes less 

and less associated with a part of the empirical realm and more 

and more associated with more a part of the aesthetic realm. When 
the process of revision is completed the work in progress is 
liberated from the empirical from the temporal and that liberation 
is an ending. Thereafter the work of art the autonomous aesthetic 
phenomenon is and because it is it exists independently of the 
temporal structure of empirical reality. An example the Concerto
